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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Status of Claims: 

No claims are currently being added or cancelled. 

This amendment and reply amends claims in this application. A detailed listing of all 
claims that are, or were, in the application, irrespective of whether the claims remain under 
examination in the application, is presented, with an appropriate defined status identifier. 

After amending the claims as set forth above, claims 1-3, 7-9 and 19-23 are pending in 
this application for examination on the merits, whereby claims 4-6 and 10-18 are withdrawn 
from consideration. 

Claim Rejections — Indefiniteness: 

In the Office Action, claims 1-3, 7-9 and 19-23 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 
2 nd paragraph, as being indefinite, for the reasons set forth on pages 2 and 3 of the Office 
Action. Claims 1-3, 7-9 and 19-23 have been amended to address the “indefiniteness” issues 
raised on pages 2 and 3 of the Office Action, whereby presently pending claims 1-3, 7-9 and 
19-23 are believed to fully comply with 35 U.S.C. § 112, 2 nd paragraph. Note also the 
addition of the word “as” near the end of claims 21 and 22, to put the phrase at the end of 
those claims in better grammatical form without affecting the scope of those claims. Note 
further the addition of the word “that” near the end of claim 2 to put that claim in better 
grammatical form without affecting the scope of that claim. 

Conclu sion^ 

Since all of the issues raised in the Office Action have been addressed in this 
Amendment and Reply, Applicant believes that the present application is now in condition for 
allowance, and an early indication of allowance is respectfully requested.
